The cited documents describe printed conductors and 
methods for applying printed conductors to a printed 
circuit board. They do not describe the application of 
printed conductors directly onto a moulded motor 
vehicle component. In the prior art, the usual method 
is to produce a separate substrate component and then 
join this to the moulded component, as in documents D8 
and Dll. Thus there is nothing to suggest the idea of 
applying a printed conductor directly onto a moulded 
component. Since this type of moulded component is 
likewise not found in the prior art, Claim 25 also 
meets the PCT requirements relating to novelty and 
inventive step. 

The dependent claims relate to advantageous embodiments 
and developments of the invention, and also meet the PCT 
requirements relating to novelty and inventive step. 

The subject matter of Claims 1-25 appears to meet the 
requirement of PCT Article 33 (4 Y " because ""tt can be" used — 
at least in the automotive industry. 

3 . Other remarks 

The description has not been made consistent with the 
claims, and documents D8 and Dll are not acknowledged 
(PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) and (iii) ) .
